“To the Senate and House of Representatives—At the threshold of your de- 
‘liberations, you are called to mourn with your countrymen the death of Vice 
President Hobart, who passed from this life on the morning of November 2!st, 
last. His great soul now rests in eternal peace. His private life was pure and 
elevated, while his public career was ever distinguished by large capacity, 
stainless integrity and exalted motives. He has been removed from the high 
office which he honored and dignified, but his lofty character, his devotion to 
duty, his honesty of purpose, and noble virtues remain with us as a priceless 
legacy and example. 

“The fifty-sixth congress convenes jn its first regular session with the coun- 
try in a condition of unusual prosperity, of universal good will among the 
people at home, and in relations of peace and friendship with every govern- 
ment of the world, Our foreign commerce has shown great increase in volume 
and value. The combined imports and exports for the year are the largest ever 
shown by a single year in all our history. Our exports for 1899 alone exceeded 
by more than a billion dollars our imports and exports combined in 1870, The 
imports per capita are 20 per cent less than in 1870, showing the enlarged ca- 
pacity of the United States to satisfy the wants of its own increasing popula- 
tion, as well as to contribute to those of the people of other nations. 

“Exports of agricultural products were $784,776,142. Of manufactured prod- 
ucts we exported in value $339,592,146, being larger than any previous year. It 
is a noteworthy fact that the only years in all our history when the products 


of our manufactories sold abroad exceeded those bought abroad were 1898 and 


1899. 

“Government receipts from all 
including $11,798,314.14, part payment of the Central Pacific railroad indebtedness, 
Custom receipts were $206,128,481.75, and those from in-

“The secretary of the treasury estimates that the receipts for the current 
fiscal year will aggregate $640,958,112, and upon the basis of present appropria- 
tions the expenditures will aggregate $600,958,112, leaving a surplus of $40,000,000. 

“Por the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, the internal revenue receipts were 
increased about one hundred millions. 

“The present gratifying strength of the treasury is shown by the fact that 
1899, the available cash balance was $278,004,887.72, of which 
$239,744,905.36 was in gold coin and bullion. The conditions 
of confidence which prevail throughout the country have 
brought gold into more general use and custems receipts 

are now almost entirely paid in that coin. 

“The strong condition of the treasury with respect to 
cash on hand, and the favorable showing made by the revenues have made it 
possible for the secretary of the treasury to take action under the provisions 
of section 3,694, Revised Statutes, relating to the sinking fund. Receipts exceed- 
ed expenditures for the first five months of the current fiscal year by $13,413,- 
389.91, and, as mentioned above, the secretary of the treasury estimates that 
there will be a surplus of approximately $40,000,000 at the end of the year. Under 
such conditions it was deemed advisable and proper to resume compliance 
with the provisions of the sinking fund law, which for eight years has not beén 
done, because of deficiencies in the revenues. The treasury department, there- 
fore, offered to purchase during November $25,000,000 of the 5 per cent loan 
of 1904, or the 4 percent funded loan of 197, at the current market price. The 
amount offered and purchased during November. was $18,408,600.

The financial transactions of the government are conducted upon a gold basis. 
We receive gold when we sell United States bonds and use gold for their pay- 
We are maintaining the parity of al) the money issued or coined by au- 
thority of the government. We are doing these things with the means at hand. 
Happliy, at the present time we are not compelled to rescrt to loans to 
supply gold. It has been done in the past, however, and may have to be done 
in the future. It behooves us,:therefore, to provide at once the best means to 
meet the emergency when it arises, and the best means are those which are 
the most certain and economical. ‘Those now authorized have the virtud neith- 
er of Girectness nor economy. We have already eliminated one of the causes 
of our financial plight and embarrassment during the years 1593, 1894, 1896 and 
1896. Our receipts now equal our expenditures; deficient revenues no longer 
create alarm. Let us remove the only remaining cause by conferring the full 
and necessary power upon the sechetary of treasury and impose upon him 
the duty to uphold the present gold standard and preserve the coins of the 
two metals on a parity with each other, which is the repeatedly declared policy 
of the United States. ' 

“In this connection I repeat my former recommendations, that a portion 
of the gold holdings shall be placed in a trust fund from which greenbacks 
shall be redeemed upon presentation, but when once redeemed shall not there-

“The subject is one giving rise to many divergent views as to the nature 
and variety or cause and extent of the injuries to the public which may result 
from large combinations concentrating more of less numerous enterprises and 
establishments, which previously to the formation of the combination were 
carried on separately. 

“It igs universally conceded that combinations which engross or control the 
market of any particular kind of merchandise or commodity necessary to tne 
general community, by suppressing natural and ordinary competition, whereby 
prices are unduly enhanced to the generai consumer, are obnoxious not ony to 
the common jaw, but.aiso to the public welfare. Tnere must be a remedy for 
the evils involved in such organizations. If the present law can be extended 
more certainly to control or check these monopolies or trusts, it shouid be 
done without deiay. Whatever power the congress possesses over tnis most 
important subject should be promptly ascertained and asserted.” 

The president quotes from President Harrison's message of December 3, 
of 1889, on this subject, and adds:

Frankfort, Ky., December 5.—(Special., 
The state election commissioners finshed 
the canvassing of the retruns this after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. These returns give 
Taylor a plurality of 2.38, but should 
the seven counties which were passed 
today and the five passed yesterday be 
thrown out, Goebel will have a majority 
and the commission will issue a certifi- 
cate to him. The board announced when 
it adjourned that it would not convene 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning in 
order to give counsel for each side ample 
time to formulate their argument. Chair- 
man Pryor said that the most important 
point to be argued before the board is 
whether the board has any power beyond 
that of a canvassing board. He said the 
entire matter depended on this point. 
Commissioner Ellis thought another point 
is important, that is, whether the sup- 
plementary returns which have come in 
from several counties and which returns 
would materially affect the result, can be 
considered as the regular official returns 
or whether they will have to be thrown 
out and the original returns adhered to. 
Judge Pryor said that the lawyers on 
both sides would have to get ready to- 
night, and he advised the attorneys for 
Goebel ‘that as they have made all the 
objections to the counting of the votes 
of the counties in dispute, they should 
present in writing their reason why they 
objected to the ceunting of the vote as 
returned by the county commissioners 
and state why they believe it the duty 
of the board to go behind the returns. 

It seems that in many of the coun- 
ties from which the amended or supple- 
mental returns have come, that it was 
an after-thought of the commissioners, 
and that they never took up the idea of 
sending in amended returns until in some 
cases five. days had elapsed after the 
filing of the original returns.

In 
all that promises closer relations of intercourse and commerce and a better 
understanding between two races haVing so many traits in common, Ger- 
mahy can be assured of the most cordial co-operatiagn of this government 
and people. We may be rivals in m any material paths, but our rivalry 
should be generous and open, ever aiming toward the attainment of larger 
results and the mutually beneficial advancement of each in the line of its 
especial adaptabiiities, 

“The several governments of the empire seem reluctant-to admit the nat- 
ural excellence of our food productions and to accept the evidence we con- 
etantly tender of the care with which their purity is guarded by rigid inspec- 
tion from the farm, through the slaughterhouse and packing establishments, 
to the port of shipment. Our system of control over exported food staples 
invites examination from any quarter and challenges respect by its efficient 
thoroughness. It is to be hoped that in iime the two governments will act 
in common accord toward the realization of the common purpose to safe- 
guard the public health and to Insure the purity and wholesomeness of all 
food products imported by either country from the other. Were the congress 
to authorize an invitation to Germany, in connection with the pending reci- 
procity negotiations, for the constitution of a joint commission of scientific 
experts and practical men of affairs to conduct a searching investigation 
of food production and exportation in both countries and report to their res- 
pective legislatures for the adoption of such remedial measures as they 
might recommend for each, the way might be opéned for the desirable 
result indicated.”’

the congress on the 19th of April, 1898, by which the United States disclaimed 
any disposition or intention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction, or control over 
Cuba, except for the pacification thereof, and asserted its determination when 
that was accomp.ished to leave the government and control of the island to its 
people. The pledge contained in this resolution is of the highest honorable 
obligation and must be sacredly kept. ‘ 

“I believe that subsfantial progress has been made in this direction. All the 
administrative measures adopted in Cuba have aimed to fit it for a regenerated 
existence by enforcing the supremacy of law and justice, by placing wherever 
practicable the machinery of administration in the hands of the inhabitants; 
by instituting needed sanitary reforms; by spreading education; ‘by fostering 
industry and trade; by inculcating public morality, and, in short, by taking 
every rational step to aid the Cuban people to attain to that p.ane of self-con- 
scious respect and self-reliant unity which fits an enlightened community for 
self-government ‘within its own sphere, while enabling it to fill all outward 
obligations. 

“This nation has assumed before the world a grave responsibility for the 
future good government of Cuba. We have accepted a trust, the fulfilment of 
which calls for the sternest integrity of purpose and. the exercise of the high- 
est wisdom. The new Cuba yet to arise from the ashes of the past must need 
be bound to us by ties of singular intimacy and strength if its enduring welfare 
is to be assured. Whether those ties sha!) be organic or conventional, the des- 
tinies of Cuba are in some rightful form and manner irrevocably linked with 
our own, but how and how far is for the future to determine In the ripeness 
of events. Whatever be the outcome, we must see to it that free Cuba be a re- 
ality, not a name. perfect entity, not a hasty experiment bearing within itself 
the elements of failure. Our mission, to accomplish which we took up the 
wager of battle, is not to be fulfilled by turning adrift any loosely-framed 
commonwealth to face the vicissitudes which too often attend weaker states 
whose natural wealth and abundant resources are offset by the incongruities 
of their politica] organization and the recurring occasions for internal rivalries 
to sap their strength and dissipate their energies. The greatest blessing which 
can come to Cuba is the restoration of her agricultural and industrial pros- 
perity, which will give employment to idle men and re-establish the pursuits of 
peace. This is her chief and immediate need. 

“On the 19th of August last an order wag made for the taking of the census 
in the island, to be completed on the 30th of November. By the treaty of 
peace the Spanish people on the isiand have unti] April 11, 1900, to elect whether 
they will remain citizens of Spain or become citizens of Cuba. Until then it 
cannot be definitely ascertained who shall be entitled to participate in the 
formation of the government of Cuba. By that time the results of the census 
will have been tabulated and we shall proceed to provide for elections which 
wil} commit the: municipal governments of the island to the officers elected by 
the people. The experience thus acquired will prove of great value in the for- 
mation of a representative convention of the people to draft a constitution and 
establish a general system of independent government of the isiand. In the 
meantime and so long-as we exercise contro] over the island the products of 
Cuba should have a market fh the United States on as good terms and with as 
favorable rates of duty as are given to the West India islands under treaties of 
reciproagity which shall be made. ; 

“In the Turkish empire the situation of our citizens remains unsatisfactory. 
The arbitrary treatment in some instances of American productions in Turkey 
has attracted attention of late, notably in regard to our flour. This govern- 
ment wil] use its earnest efforts to secure fair and equal treatment for its* citi- 
zens and their goods. Failing this, it will not hesitate to apply whatever cor- 
rective may be provided by the statutes.”’ 

Referring to the work of the peace conference at The Hague last May the 
message says: 

“While earnestly promoting the idea of establishing a permanent inter- 
national tribunal the delegation of the United States ‘was not unmindful of the 
inconveniences which might arise from an obtrusive exercise of mediation, and 
in signing the convention carefully guarded the ‘historic position of the 
United States by the following declaration: ‘Nothing contained in this conven- 
tion shall be so construed as to require the United States of America to depart 
from its traditional policy of not intruding upon, interfering with, or entangling 
itself in the political questions or policy or interna] administration of any for- 
eign state: nor shall anything contained in the said convention be construed 
to imply a relinquishment by the United States of America of its traditional 
attitude toward purely American questions.’ 

“Thus interpreted, the convention for the pacific settlement of international 
conflicts may be regarded as reaiizing the earnest desire of great numbers of 
American citizens, whose deep sense of justice, expressed in numerous resolu- 
tions and memorials, has urged them to labor for this noble achievement. 

‘The general character of this convention aiready signed by the delegates 
of more than tweaiy sovere/gn states, further commends it to the favorabie 
action of the senate of the United States, whose ratification it still awaits.”’ 

Ihe president recommends that congress provide a special medal of honor 
for the volunt2ers, regulars, sailors “nd marines on duty in the Philppiaes 
who voluntarily remained in the service after thtir terms of enlistment had 
expired. 

“The force now in Manila consists of 905 officers and W,578 regulars and 594 
officers and 15,388 of the volunteers, making an aggregate of 1,499 officers and 
45,906 men. When the trisops now under orders shall

SOCIAL DEMOCRATS GAINING. 


Municipal Elections in Massachusetts 
Show Changes. 


Boston, December 5.—The feature of the 
municipal election in fifteen of the thir- 
ty-two cities in the state today was the 
added triumphs of the socialists. Last 
year the social democrats eaptured Hav- 
erhill and this year Brockton was added 
to the column. Candidates in other cities 
made respectable showings and the vote 
which they reeeived materially affected 
the other contestants. 

As a rule ‘the republicans were success- 
ful.

TRIALS WILL NOW BE FORCED. 


Officers of the Pipe Combine Have 
Been Indictel. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., December 5.—The 
recent decision by the supreme court of 
the question as to whether the combina- 
tion of the Addyston Pipe Works, the 
Chattanooga Foundry and Pipe Company 
and other cast iron pipe-making concerns 
was in violation of the anti-trust law, in 
which it was. held that such a combina- 
tion was in violation of the Sherman law, 
has revived tnterest in the criminal pro- 
cedure begun by the indictment of the 
officers of the company involved in the 
federal court of this city. These indict- 
ments have been hanging in the court 
awaiting the final decision of the su- 
preme court, and are now set for hear- 
ing in this city at the January term 
of the federal court.

“Upon the withdrawal of the british agent from Pretoria the United 
States consul Wag autnorized upon the request of the British government and 
with the assent of the South African and Orange Free State governments, 
to exercise the customary good offices of a neutral power for the care of the 
British interests. In the discharge of this function Il am happy to say that 
abunaant opportunity has afforded too show the impartiality of this govern- 
ment toward both the combatants. 

“For the fourth time in the present decade, quest‘on has arisen with the 
government of Itaiy in regard to the jynching of Italian subjects. The latest 
of these deplorable events occurred at Tallulah, Louisana, whereby five un- 
fortunates of Italian origin were taken from jail and hanged. 

“The authorities of the state and a representative of the Italian embassy 
having separately investigated the occurence, with discrepant results, par- 
ticularly as to the alleged citizenship of the victima, and it not appearing 
that the state had been able to discover and punish the violators of the 
law, an independent investigation hag been set on foot, through the agency 
of the departmet of state, and is still in progress. The results will enable 
the executive to treat the question with the government of Italy in a spirit 
of fairness and justice, A satisfactory solution will doubtless be reached. 

‘‘Tihhe recurrence of these distressing manifestations of blind mob fury 
directed at dependents or natives of a foreign country suggests that the 
contingency has arisen for action by congress in the direction of conferring 
upon the federal courts jurisdiction in this ciass of international cases where 
the ultimate responsibility of the federal governments may be involved. The 
Suggestion is not new. 

“IT earnestly recommend that the subject be taken up anew and acted 
upon during the present session. The necessity for some such provision abun- 
antly appears. Precedent for constituting a federal jurisdiction in criminal 
cases where aliens are sufferers is rationally deducible from the existing 
statute, which gives to the district and circuit courfs of the United States 
jurisdiction of civil suits brought bg aliens where the amount involved 
exceeds a certain sums. If such jealous se®%citude be shown for alien rights 
in cases of merely civil and pecuniary import, how much greater should be 
the public duty to take cognizance of matters affecting the life and the rights 

of aliens under the settled principles of international law no less than un- 
der treaty stipulation, in cases of such transcendent wrong-doing as mob- 
murder, especially when experience has shown that local justice is too often 
helpless to punish the offenders. ' 

“After many years of endeavor on the part of this government te that end 
the Italian government has consented to enter into negotations for a naturali- 
zation convention, having for one of its objects the regulation of the status 
of Italians (except those of an age for active military service), who, having 
been naturalized in the United States, may revisit Italy. It is hoped that with 
the mutually conciliatory spirit displayed a successful conclusion will be 
reached.”’ 

The president invites attention to the necessity of a cable to Manila with- 
out repeating the observations in his special message February 10, 1899. The

The extradition of Mrs. Mattie Rich, a citizen of the 
United States, charged with homicide committed in Mexico, was after mature 
consideration directed by me in; the conviction that the ends of justice would 
be thereby served. Similar action, on apprapriate occasions, by the Mexican 
executive will not only tend to accomplish the desire of both governments that 
grave crimes go not unpunished, ‘but also to repress lawlessness along the 
border of the two countries.”’

American-trained officials have been assigned to the directing and executive 
positions, wh.le natives have been chicfly employed in making up the body of 
the force. In working out this plan the merit rule has been rigorously and 
faithfully applied. 

“The navy has maintained the spirit and high efficiency which have al- 
ways character.zed that service, and has lest none of the gallantry in heroic 
action which nas signalized its brilliant and glorious past. The nation has 
equal pride in its early and later achievements. Its habitual readiness for 
every emergency has won the confidence and admiration of the country. The 
people are interested in the continued preparation and prestig: of the navy, 
and will justify liberal appropriations for its maintenance and improvement. 
The officers have shown peculiar adaptation for the performance of new and 
delicate duties which our recent war has impcoced. 

“It cannot be doubted that congress will at once make necessary provision 
for the armor plate for the vessels now under contract and builtding. Its at- 
tention is respec:fully called to the report of the secretary of the navy, in 
which the sbject is fully presented. I unite in his recommendation that the 
ccngress enact auch special legislation as may be necessary to enable the de- 
partnent to make contracts early inthe coming year for armor of the best 
quality that can be obtained in this country for the Maine, Ohio and Missouri, 
and that the provision of the act of Ma:ch 3, 1899, limiting the price of armor to 
$300 per ton be removed. 

“In the matter of naval construction Italy and Japan, of the great powers, 
laid down less tonnage in the year 1899 than this country, and Italy alone hes 
less tonnage under construction. 1 heartily concur in the recommendations for 
the increase of the navy, as sugigested by the secretary. 

“With the approval of the secretary of the interior, the commissioner of 
pensions recommencs that, in order to make the practice at all times uniform 
and to do justice to the dependent widow, the amount of income allowéd inde- 
pendent of the proceeds of her daily labor should be not less than $280 per 
annum, and he urges that the congress shall so amend the act as to permit 
the pension office to grant pensionable status to widows under the terms of the 
third section of the act of June 27, 189%, whose income aside from the proceeds 
of daily labor js not in excess of $250;er annum. I believe this to be a simple 
act of justice, and heartily recommend it.”’

The president quotes from his early wrders to the commanders of the 
forces of occupation to impress this fact upon the people, and reviews at some 
length the appointment and work o1 the Philippine commission from w hose 
report he quotes. A copy of the report is transmitted to congress. The claim 
of the rebel leader that he was promised independence by any officer of the 
United States in return for his assistance has no foundation in fact, and is 
categorically denied by the very witnesses who were called to prove it. The 
most the insurgent leader hoped for when he came back to Manila was the 
liberation of the isiands from tne Spanish control, which they had beer 
laboring for yeaws without success to throw off. Continuing, the president 
says: 

“The rebellion must be put down. Civil government cannot be thoroughly 
established until order is restored. With a devotion and gallantry worthy of 
its most brilliant history, the army, ably and loyally assisted by the navy, has 
carried on this unwelcome but most righteous campaign with richly deserved 
success. The noble self-sacrifice with whtch our soldiers and sailors whose 
terms of service had expired refused to avail themselves of their right to re- 
turn home as long as they were needed at the front forme one of the brightest 
pages in our annels. Although their operaticns have been somewhat inter- 
rupted and checked by a rainy season cf unusual violence and duration, they 
have gained grourd stealily in every direction, and now look forward contfi- 
dently to a speedy completion of their task.

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tion. Again I invite your attention to the report of the commissioners for the 
interesting and encouraging details of the work already accomplished in the 
establishment of peace and order and the inauguration of self-governing munil- 
cipal life in many portions of the archipelago. A notable beginning has been 
made in the establishment of a government in the island of Negros which is 
deserving of special consideration. This vas the first island to accept Amer- 
ican sovereignty. Its People unreservelly procluimeg allegiance to the United 
States and adopted a constitution locking to the establishment of a popular 
Sovernment. It was impossible to guarantee to the people of Negros that. the 
constitution so adopted should be the ultimate form of government. Such a 
qvestion, under the treaty with Spain and in accordance with our own constitu- 
ticn and laws, came exclusively within the jurisdiction of the congress. The 
government actually set up by the imhabitants of Negros eventually proved 
unsatisfactory to the natives themselves. A rew system was put into force by 
order of the major general commanding the department. (This system has 
been previously published.) 

“The authorities of the Sulu islands have accepted the succession of the 
United States to the rights of Spaih, and our flag floats over that terri- 
tory. On the 10th of August, 1899, Brigadier General J. C. Bates, United 
States volunteers, negotiated an agreement with ithe sultan and his principal 
chiefs which I transmit herewith. By article 1, the sovereignty of the United 
States over the whole archipelago of Jolo and its dependencies is dec Qred and 
acknowledged. 

“The United States flag will be used in the archipelago and its dependencies, 
On land and sea. Piracy is ‘to be suppressed, and the sultan to 
operate heartily with the United States to that end and to make every pos- 
sible effort to arrest and bring to justice all persons engaged in piracy. All 
trade In domestic products of thé archipelago of Jolo when carried on with 
any part of the Philippine islands and under the American flag shall be free, 
unlimited, and undutiable. The United States will give full protection to the 
sultan in case any foreign nation should attempt to impose upon him. The 
United States will not sell the island of Jolo or any other island of the Jo® 
archipelago to any foreign nation without the consent of the sultan. Salaries 
for the sultan and his associates in the administration of the islands have 
been agreed upon to ‘the amount of $760 monthly. 

“Article X provides that any slave in the archipelago of Jolo shall have 
the right to purchase freedom by paying to the master the usual market value. 
Trade in Slavery The agreement by General Bates was made subject to 

confirmation by the president and to future modifica- 
Sanctioned by the tions by the consent of the parties ‘in interest. I have 
President. confirmed said agreement, subject to the action of the 
congress, and with the reservation, which I have di- 
rected shall be communicated to the sultan of Jolo, that this agreement ts 
not to be deemed in any way to authorize or give the consent of the United 
States to existence of slavery in the Sulu archipaelago. I communicate these 
facts to the congress for its informé@ion and actian. 

“Everything indicates that with the speedy suppression of the Tagalo re- 
bellion life in the archipelago will soon resume tts ordinary course under the 
protection of our sovereignty, and the people of those favored islands will 
enjoy a prosperity and a freedom which they have never before known. Al- 
ready hundreds of schools are open and filled with children. Religious free- 
dom is sacredly assured and enjoyed. The courts are dispensing justice. Busi- 
ness is beginning to circulate in its accustomed channels. Manila, whose in- 
habitants were fleeing to the country a few months ago. is now a populous and 
thriving mart of commerce. The earnest and unremitting endeavors of the 
commission and ‘the admiral and major general commanding the department 
of the Pacific to assure the people of the beneficent intentions of this govern- 
ment have had their legitimate effect in convincing the great mass of them 
that peace and safety and prosperity and stable government can only be 
found in a loyal acceptance of the authority of ‘tthe United States. 

“The future government of the Philippines rests with the congress of the 
United States. Few graver responsibilities have ever been confided to 
If we accept them in a spirit worthy of our race and our traditions, a great 
opportunity comes with them. The islands lie under the shelter of our flag. 
They are ours by every title of law and equity. They cannot be abandoned. 
If we desert them we leave them at once jo anarchy and finally to barbarism. 
We fling them a golden apple of discord among the rival powers, not one of 
which could permit another to seize them unquestioned. Their rich plains 
and valleys would be the scene of endless strife and bloodshed. The advent of 
Dewey's fleet in Manila) bay instead of bringing, as we hope, the dawn of a 
new day of freedom and progress, will have been tthe beginning of an era 
of misery and violence worse than any which has darkened their unhappy 
past. The suggestion has been made that we could renounce our authority 
over the islands and, giving them independence, could retain a protectorate 
over them. This proposition will not be found, I am sure, worthy of your se- 
rious attention. Such an arrangement would involve at the outset a cruel 
breach of faith. It would place the peaceable and loyal majority, who ask 
nothing better than to accept our authority, at the mercy of the minority of 
armed insurgents. It would make us responsible for the acts of the insurgent 
leaders and give us no power to control them. It would charge us with the 
task of protecting them against each other and defending them against any 
foreign power with which they chose to quarrel. In short, it would take from 
the congress of the United States the power of declaring war and vest that 
tremendous prerogative in the Tagal leader of the hour. 

“It does not seem desirable that I should recommend at this time a spe- 
cific and final form of government for these islands. When peace shall be 
Wo Form of Gov- restored it will be the duty of congress to construct a 

plan of government which shall establish and maintain 
ernment Recom- freedom and order and peace in the Philippines. The 
mended. insurrection is still existing, and when it terminates 
further information will be- required the actual 
condition of affairs before inaugurating a permanent scheme of civil govern- 
ment. The full report of the commission, now in preparation. will contain 
information and suggestions which will be of value to congress, and which 
I will transmit as soon as it is completed. As long as the insurrection con- 
tinues the military arm must necessarily be supreme. But there is no reason 
why steps should not be taken from time tto time to inaugurate governments 
essentially popular in their form as fast as territory is held and controlled by 
our troops. To this end I am considering the advisability of ‘the return of 
the commission, or such of the members thereof as can be secured, to aid 
the existing authorities and facilitate this work throughout the islands. I 
have believed that reconstruction should not begin by the establishment of 
one central civil government for all the islands, with its seat at Manila, but 
rather that the work should be commenced by building up from ‘the bottom, 
first establishing municipal governments and then provisional governments, 
a central government at last to follow. 

‘Until congress shall have made Known the formal 
IT shall use the authority vested in me by the constitution and the statutes 
to uphold the sovereignty of the United States In those distant islands as 
in all other places where our flag rightfully floats. I shall put at the 
posal of the army and navy alkthe means which the liberality of congress 
and the people have providedlo cause this unprovoked and wasteful insur- 
erection to cease. If any orders of mine were required to insure the merciful 
conduct of militarv and naval operations, they would not lacking; but 
every step of the progress of our troops has been marked by a humanity 
which has surprised even the misguided insurgents. The truest kindness to 
them will be a swift and effective defeat of their present leader. Tle hour 
of vietorv will be the hour of clemency and reconstruction. 

“No effort will be.spared to build up the waste places desolated by war 
and by long yeags of misgovernment, We shall not wait for the end of strife 
to begin the beneficent work, We shall continue, as we have begun, to open 
the schools and the churches, to set the courts in operation, to foster indus- 
try and ‘trade and agriculture, and in every way in our power to make these 
people whom providence has brought within our jurisdiction feel that it is 
their liberty and not our power, their welfare and) not our gain, we are 
seeking to erhance. Our flag has never waved over any community but in 
blessing. I believe the Filipinos will soon recognize ‘the fact that it has not 
lost its gift of benediction in its worldwide journey to their shores,’’

SETON-THOMPSON TELLS SOME 
INTERESTING ANIMAL TALES 


Ernest Seton-Thompson, the eminent 
author, artist and naturalist, who will 
lecture at the Grand Thursday night on 
“Wild Animals I Have Known,” reached 
the city yesterday morning and is at the 
Kimball house. 

In referring to Me. Thompson as author, 
artist and naturalist, the qualifying nouns 
are reversed in their position, so far as 
the personal inclinations of the man are 
coneerned. For Mr. Thompson is first of 
all a naturalist and a deep student of 
animal life in all its interesting and jin- 
tricate phasé€s. More closely than any 
other living man has he come in contact 
with and unraveled the mysteries ef wild 
animal life. But it is through his late 
writings, outside the domain of science, 
and drawings he is most widely known. 

The student and thinker are plainly 
pictured in Mr. Seton-Thompson’s face. 
He is tall and slender, with a shack of 
long, thick black hair that suggests the 
artist at once. His eyes are bright and 
penetrating and have that introspective 
look that denotes long communion with 
nature. His dark brown mustache and 
imperial of the Quartier Latin stvle serve 
to carry out: the artistic impression. 

In conversation Mr. Seton-Thompson fs 
altogether delightful, although he insists 
his conversational powers have narrow 
limits and says that when a child at 
school he could not give expression to his 
thoughts as other children did. 

“From '81 tp ‘87 I lived in Manitoba and 
was the government naturalist. The coun- 
try 1s ‘wild aind desolate and abounds in 
game and wild animals of all kinds. 
Compelled perforce to live apart from 
men, and being an ardent lover of nature, 
the study of animals and their habits was 
absorbingly interesting to me. For years 
I devoted myself to the study of animals 
and observed the many weird, fantastic 
tales and legends that the natives weave 
about them. Some of these tales of the 
strange adventures of beasts of the wilds 
[ took pains to verify. All this time I 
had little idea of incorporating any of 
them into literary expression. 

“It was in New Mexico that the sug- 
gestion of their human interest first came 
to me. One night I was recounting to a 
crowd of rough cow punchers the story of 
my capture of an immense gray wolf, 
after months! of steady, determined pur- 
suit. Unconseciously and without artifice 
the words came from me in a fashion 
that I could not understand. I seemed to 
make my listeners feel the fierce joys 
that animate the hunter on the geen scent 
of a trail. Being hunters themselves, and 
knowing intimately these emotions, it 
would have been strange had some slight 
glimmering of the emotions I had felt 
not reached them. At all events, the tell- 


ing of the tale created the most intense 


interest, and decided me to write the sto- 
ries, 

“The collected series ts ‘Wild Animals I 
Have Known.’ Its success was entirely 
unexpected and has never been equaled, 
eyen in the wonderful popularity § of 
Kipling’s ‘Jungle Book.’ The last edi- 
tion, which ig the seventh, has just been 
exhausted, 

“My last book, “The Trail of the Sand- 
hill Stag,”’ is the one that has appealed to 


third person, but it is really autobio- 
graphic. It tells of how for three long 
seasons I followed with grim determina- 
tion the trail of an immense stag—the 
only one left in that locality. I was de- 
termined that I would kill him. This de- 
termination was born of the fierce, inde- 
finable joy that only the hunter knows. I 
felt as if I could sink my teeth in him-- 
an arbitrary expression, but that conveys 
the queer emotions of the hunter as near- 
ly as I can express it. Well, if I was de- 
termined on capture, the stag was equal- 
ly determined not to be captured. On, 
on, on I followed him relentlessly. At last 
I had him cornered, trapped—there was 
no doubt of my triumph and the stag 
knew it~’ 

At this point in his narrative the queer 
light one sees on the eyes of only hunters 
burned brightly in the expressive orbg of 
the narrator, and ever in the telling one 
could almost picture the scene—the snow- 
bound forest, the baffled stag at bay 
snorting defiantly the warm steam from 
his expanded, trembling nostrils, and the 
hunter, triumphant and flushed with the 
greedy joy of killing. 

‘This was the moment I had looked for- 
ward to for three long years,”’ continued 
Mr, Seton-Thompson, “and yet I could 
not bring myself to fire the shot that 
would kill the object of so long and so 
determined a pursuit. 

‘‘That.in brief is the story of the Sand- 
hill stag. In ‘writing it I was prompted 
by only my instincts as a nathralist. The 
psychology of the story, if there be any, 
was discovered by the student of psychol- 
ogy. 

“Another story is that of the ‘Pacing 
Mustang.’ Connected with this story is a 
peculiar tale. The pacing mustang elud- 
ed the best laid and most careful plans of 
its pursuers. Born on the wild plains, its 
spirit was wilder and more ungovernable 
than that of its fellows. It simply would 
not be captured; and cow punchers of the 
community in which it roamed were made 
more determined by its crafty spirit. The 
mustang, a beautiful animal, was a natu- 
ral pacer. Finally, when he did fall into 
the hands of his pursuers, he broke his 
own-neck, 

‘‘But to thé story within the story. One 
day before Santiago, a poor rough rider, 
wounded as he thought fatally, was toss- 
ing restlessly on his cot. A Red Cross 
nurse brought a book, one of mine, and 
asked him what he would like for her 
to read him—the story of a wolf, a bear 
or a pony. He wanted to hear of the 
pony, he said. Well, when the tale was 
at an end the nurse turned and found 
the poor fellow weeping like a child. 

‘I was one of the men that helped to 
capture him,’ he said, ‘but I'll never be 
able to ride again—never—ride—again!’ 

“And then he drew a diagram of the lo- 
cation and showed how the men were 
stationed and how the pony had finally 
been captured.’’ 

These stories and others Mr. Seton- 
Thompson will tell at the Grand Thurs- 
day night in a charming fashion, all his 
own. Simple in themselves, the tales have 
a certain fascination that 
The lecture, or the talks, to be more 
accurate, will be superbly illustrated with 


stereopticon views.
